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U. S. Supreme Court Dismisses Appeal of | 
Advertising Dental Laboratories 


n motion of attorneys for Chicago Dental Society, the United States Supreme 
Court refused to hear an appeal by a group of Chicago dental laboratories 


from a decision of the Illinois Supreme Court, according to word received 
at the dental society office October 17th. 


On March 22, 1956, the Illinois court sustained the constitutionality of the Illinois 
Dental Practice Act and ruled in favor of Chicago Dental Society in its suit for in- 
junctions against twenty-four dental laboratories who were found to be soliciting 
dental business from the public through various forms of advertising and to be dealing 
directly with the public. The statute prohibits laboratories from dealing with the 
public. 

The prohibition against advertising includes the Red Book telephone directory, 
window displays of dentures, neon signs, window posters, hand bills, and newspaper 
advertising. 

The dental work which laboratories are prohibited from doing directly for the 
' public includes making, duplicating or repairing full or partial dentures. This work 
must be done by the laboratories for dentists only.

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The Proposed Revenue Amendment 


ach Illinois voter will be handed another “Blue Ballot” at the election this No- 

vember 6th. It would perhaps be more descriptive to call this one a “Tax 

Ballot” since it proposes to amend the Revenue Article of the Illinois Constitution 
to give the Illinois Legislature sweeping new power to levy taxes. 

While the proposed Ballot is not a dental problem it does directly effect each and : 
every taxpayer of the State and for this reason your Society desires to call your atten- 
tion to the salient features of this Constitutional Amendment so that you can be 
better prepared in evaluating its effect on you personally. Since it is not a dental prob- 
lem your Society takes no position whatsoever in respect to this proposed Amend- 
ment, but furnishes you the following for your information and guidance. 

This Amendment is opposed by the Illinois State Chamber of Commerce, Illinois 
Junior Chamber of Commerce, Illinois Association of Real Estate Boards, Illinois 
Lumber and Material Dealers Association, Graphic Arts Association, Illinois Manu- 
facturers Association, Taxpayers Information Council and a number of local organi- 
zations throughout the State. These organizations appear agreed that the Revenue 
Article of the Illinois Constitution is in need of revision, but say: 


The proposed Amendment would give the General Assembly virtually 
UNLIMITED TAXATION POWER. In this connection, one cannot help 
but make reference to Justice Marshall’s classic statement in the case of 
McCullough vs. Maryland (1819) wherein he quoted from Daniel Webster, 
“An unlimited power to tax involves necessarily the power to destroy.” 


The proponents of the Revenue Amendment do not deny the force of these argu- 
ments but say that with reference to the unlimited grant of power to the Legislature 
that we must have faith in our own elected representatives. 

The opponents counter by saying that this is exactly what we did when we gave 
unlimited powers to Congress over Federal income taxes which have now reached 
confiscatory proportions. Limited income is one of the greatest forces for economy 
in government. When government has unlimited income, the greatest force for 
economy has been lost. 

In bringing you these excerpts from the arguments pro and con, your Society again 
wishes to emphasize that it has taken no formal position in the matter but wishes 
to bring this information to you as a service so that you may intelligently evaluate the 
proposal upon which you will be called to vote on November 6th.

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EDITORIAL 


Be Sure to Vote 


November 6th, 1956, is Election Day in this good old U.S.A. and our oppor- 
tunity to exercise the power of the secret ballot. On that day we will choose the 
men who are to serve our town, our county, our state, and our country. This 
privilege was won on the battlefields of the Revolution and preserved in the 
Civil War. This is a privilege bought and paid for in blood and the travail of 
our forefathers.

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he A.D.A. meeting in Atlantic City, 

October 1st through 4th, was again 
very successful from every standpoint. 
The weatherman cooperated in fine style 
until Thursday when the rains came. The 
attendance figures show a total registra- 
_ tion of 14,237 of which 7,386 were den- 
tists. Pennsylvania led the states with 
1,305, New Jersey 1,259, New York 853, 
and so on. Illinois had 259 present, fol- 
lowed closely by California with 236. 

Scientific meetings were held on Mon- 
day, Tuesday, Wednesday, and Thurs- 
day with a wide diversity of subjects. 
Projected clinics, table clinics, and scien- 
tific exhibits, motion pictures and com- 
mercial exhibits were also presented. It 
was a tremendous sight to look out from 
the balcony onto the vast expanse of ex- 
hibits, all a beehive of activity. 

The House of Delegates also met in 
the convention hall. There wasn’t much 
of controversy except for the fight to have 
the Federal Trade Commission Rules for 
Commercial Dental Laboratories revoked. 
However, this was lost and the Board of 
Trustees and the Council on Dental 
Trade and Laboratory Relations recom- 
mendation to seek revision was accepted 
and the council so instructed. 

The completion of the building pro- 
gram was announced, also that the final 
payment on these improvements would 
be made out of current income. 

The House opposed the laboratory 
certification program as proposed by the 
National Association of Dental Labora- 
tories, and also opposed the special draft 
which would have extended the present 
dentist draft beyond the expiration date 
next June goth. The House approved a 
National Women’s Auxiliary to the 
American Dental Association. 

Dr. W. R. Alstadt of Little Rock, 
Arkansas, was unanimously elected Presi- 
dent-elect by the House; Dr. Eugene R. 
Westcott, who was General Chairman of 
the Atlantic City meeting and who hails 
from that city, was elected 1st Vice-presi- 
dent; Dr. Harold E. Cafferata of Reno,

Nevada, was chosen 2nd Vice-president 
and Dr. John W. Knutson of Washing- 
ton, D. C., 3rd Vice-president. Dr. Robert 
W. Wells of Chicago was elected Trustee 
from the 8th District (Illinois) to suc- 
ceed Dr. L. Jacob of Peoria. Dr. Walter 
E. Dundon was re-elected Chairman of 
the important Dental Trade and Labora- 
tory Relations Council. Chicago mem- 
bers Harold Oppice, Roy Blayney and 
Frank Orland were named to serve on 
various councils.
